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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 2, a "basic substrate" is not clear. Is a "basic substrate" any 
different from "a substrate"? In claim 4, line 4, the designation "alternatively" is not 
clear. Does this mean that the members of list that follows are alternatives to each 
other? (If so, why say "and/or" in line 6?) 

In claim 6, the elements are recited as "the top electrode," "the piezoelectric 
layer," etc. This is confusing because there is no antecedent for any of the elements. 
(What top electrode? What piezoelectric layer?) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Cushman et al. in view of Takahashi et al. and Ballato. 
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Cushman et ai. teaches in for example figure 1 a bulk acoustic wave resonator 
having a substrate 22, with electrodes 26 and 28 on piezoelectric layer 24. Column 1 , 
lines 65-67, teaches the need to suppress lateral propagating acoustical wave modes. 
Takahashi et ai. teaches at column 5, lines 45-58, that irregular indentations on the 
lower surface of a layer can attenuate undesirable frequencies. Ballato teaches at 
column 5, lines 55-64, that a layer of absorbing material on the top or bottom surface 
can absorb unwanted modes. It would have been obvious to include irregular 
indentations, or a layer of absorbing material in the Cushman device, to absorb 
attenuate undesirable frequencies and to absorb unwanted modes, as taught in the 
secondary references. With respect to claim 2, it would have been obvious to etch 
irregularities as taught by Takahashi, in order to obtain an irregular surface. With 
respect to claim 3, polyimide absorber is noted at Ballato column 5, lines 60-64.
